A BLOODY MIDNIGAT FIGHT 


ON THE SANDS 


Two Companions Fight to the Death 

Santa Monica Cafion—They 
Drink Together and Then Fight 
with Knives and Rocks — The 
Murderer Tolle His Story. 


Lins Martinex, a Mexican, dhe: for 
the past 26 years, has been living in 
and about Los Angeles county, where 
he was born, ‘now lies dead in the 
Santa Monica morgue, having been 
cruelly murdered at some bour during 
Monday night. Juan José Pifia of 
Tapanga also figures prominently in 
connection with the affair, for he is 
now an inmate of the County Jail here, 
charged with being the prime factor in 
the crime.

RAISIN-GROWING. / 


Raisin picking has already begun in 
San Diego county, and also in the 
Riverside district. The Press of the 
latter place considers the time of 
beginning 10 days too early, the grow- 
ers rushing the work, at the sacrifice 
of quality, for the sake of competing 
with the Fresno producers, who have 
the advantage on account of the great- 
er heat of that section, which ripens 
the grapes earlier. | 

In Ei Cajon Valley, which is some- 
times called the raisin box“ of San 
Diego county, it is estimated that the 
yield this season will be more than 
double that of 1888, when 34 car-loads 
were shipped east. The estimated acre- 
age of the vineyards is 2503—the Cajon 
Vineyard Company having the largest 
vineyard, embrucing 800 acres. 


As an illustration of the remarkable pro- 
ductiveness of vines this year, the San 
Diegan states that from a 53-year-old vine 
in the 800-acre tract 30% pounds of grapes 
were picked ual to one box of raisins. 
Mr. Russell of Riverside, who has been en- 
gaged * Vineyard Company to super- 
intend the picking and drying, states un- 
qualifiedly that during an experience of 15 
years in the raisin industry he has bever 
seena finer crop, and it is the same all 
through the valley. 


It is expected that more than 1000 
‘pickers will be at work in the Cajon 
district this week. 

In the Los Angeles county@raisin 
districts the outlook is also promising. 
The producers will pick at the suitable 
time.

itor of Tun TIuXS.] I noticed in the 


Tribune’s issue of Saturday morning a 
long article from one who represents 
himself as the chosen mouthpiece of 
Arthur Gorham, whose name I am 
charged with having forged. Did I 
forge that check?
